CONFESSIONS OF AN AMERICAN 
AUTHORITY, , ° e 

A wiveless foxpert writes to Tha Observer. 
as _follows:— ifs : 

T have just received a copy of the annual 
report of the president of the Western Union 
Telegraph . Company_ forthe year ended 
December 1s¢ last. ie Western Union. ix 
the greatest telegraph corporation in, the 
world, [¢ controls the telegraph system of 
the USA. and the cables connecting the 
United States with European countries, 
Me president, Me. Newton Cnrlton, epeuks 
on enble telegmphy with anauthority which 
igeadmitted by every telegraph mimn, te 
whatever country he may ‘belong. 

The report now. under notice contains 
some passages which ara of the first im. 
portance, They “constitute, perhaps, the 
first’ public admission by a great evble 
authority that cxble telegraphy is ferling 
the effects of thu competition of wireless 
telegraphy, ‘Speaking of the income ac- 
count of the Western Union Company for 
1922, Mr. Curlton says:-"Thero ay a 
decline in ocean cable. revenues reflect" 
ing the condition of foreign commerce and 
the effect, of wireless «com petition at low 
rates,” ; » 

He goes onto say, “Tho radio has mide 
substantial progress during tho: year, not 
only in improved service, but in capturing 
additional business with low rates from the 
cable companies. The advantuges still lie 
with the enbles, but they need waking up. 
The enble arthas not advanced as it might 
have. advanced, and as it must advance 
under this stimulus of the cheaper moana of” 
communication. Radio rates . between the 
United Stater and Europe are about 2 per 
cont. Jess than the cable rates, and princi- 
pally hecuusy of their lower rates, the radio 

as captured 20 per cent of the United 
States European business.” 

Mr. Carlton’s estimate of 20 per cent, is 
unduly favourable to tho cables. In spite 
of the fact that this country only posacsies 
one high-power station, the Marconi Station 
at Carnarvon, built before the war, and: 
‘having ‘nothing like the eapacity which ‘a 
station rected today would pnisess, 
wireless in now going something like 40 per’ 
cent. of our Transatlantic trafic, It is facts 
of this kind which explain the next 
paragraph in the President's report. 

“ft has been cur view that the resources of 
radio will by combined ..with those of the , 
cable in thedevelopmentofa xystem of world 
counnuanication that will place the United 
States firstamong all countries for capacit 
and reasonable rates. We are disposed, 
therefore, to think of the nidio in terms of 
a great moliun of transmission, and a o 
potential ally, rather than in terms of acon- 
tintinuing competition.” " *
